A plea for money and for volunteers went out 
at the Annual General Meeting of Big Brothers 
and Big Sisters of Centre Hastings held at 
Madoc Public School on March 28. 

A good representation of citizens from Madoc, 
Marmora and Tweed turned out to elect a new 
Board of Directors, listen to physically. disabled 
athlete Alec Denys, and find out more about the 
agency's activities. , 

A new slate of 12 Directors was unanimously 
approved and this year’s officers will be: Garnet 
Holmes, President; Anne Callery, Past 
President; Debbie Kervin, Vice President; Bill 
Waugh, Secretary; and Marion Conchie, 
Treasurer. 

After stepping in as new president, Holmes 
expressed hope that the year ahead would be a 
good one. He emphasized the fact that Big 
Brothers and Big Sisters of Centre Hastings has 
a serious need for volunteers. 

“*If you know anybody who would make a good 
Big Brother or has expertise that will help, 
please contact us. The caseload is increasing all 
the time and we have more little bodies than big 
bodies.” ¥ 

Ron Kervin of Ministry of Natural Resources 
(MNR), Tweed District, introduced his co-worker 
and ‘‘world class champion’’ athlete, Alec 
Denys. Denys, the evening's keynote speaker, is 
Forest Management Supervisor for Tweed and 
Napanee districts. He was critically injured in a 
hunting accident in 1979 and lost the use of both 
legs. Instead of resigning himself to a sedentary 
life in a wheelchair, Denys, with the help of the 
Ontario Wheelchair Sport Association, has 
become an outstanding Canadian athlete, 
Specializing in archery, swimming, target pistol 
and the javelin. 

Competing in the 7th World Wheelchair 
Games in England last year, Denys placed 7th in 
the archery division and he will be carrying the 
colors of Tweed and Centre Hastings to Houston, 
Texas, in April. 

Before showing slides illustrating wheelchair 
sporting events, Denys spoke about the

“l consider myself not to be handicapped, but 
disadvantaged. Many of us are disadvantaged in 
some way, it doesn’t have to be physical. Little 
Brothers and Little Sisters are disadvantaged 


too, but it doesn’t have to carry a stigma...it can 


be overcome,” says Denys. 

Following Mr. Denys’ presentation the floor 
was open to questions on the Big Brothers and 
Sisters Agency. ‘ 

Mr. Holmes explained that the agency is 
totally on its own financially, without 
government support. Special fund-raising 
events, such as ‘Bowl for Millions’ and private 
dénations are crucial to the survival of the 


/rganization. Most of the money collected goes 
“toward the professional services of their only 


employee, social worker Shirley White. White 
runs offices in Madoc and Tweed, interviews and 
counsels prospective children and volunteers, as 
well as helping Big and Little Brothers and 
Sisters to establish their relationships. 

White expressed her concern at the lack of 
sufficient adults volunteering to become Big 
Brothers or Sisters. The most difficult problems 
are in finding men to fill the needs of boys who 
are waiting to be matched with Big Brothers. 

‘These boys may have to wait a year or more 
to be matched,"’ she said. ‘‘It’s hard to explain ~ 
to them why they don’t have a Big Brother.” 

In some cases, children from one community 
have been matched with adults in another town 
and ‘cross matching’ (joining a Little Brother 
with a Big Sister) has been very successful with 
young children. But these are only stop-gap 
measures, White pointed out. 

“We need volunteers desperately,. especially 
from the Marmora area. Anyone who is over 
eighteen and likes children can be a 
volunteer...it only requires four or five hours a 
week,’ said White. 

White presented an award to Big Sister 
Marilyn Jackson of Tweed and her Little Sister 
Angela honoring their four years together as a 
‘match’. 

John Miller, outgoing Vice President, 
summed up the evening with the remarks: ‘‘If - 
you like young people...if you think young 
people are too important a resource to be ignored 
- we need you.”’

FCC increases rates 


Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion Canada (FCC) 
March 18 announced an 
increase in its interest 
rates. Effective March 
18, loans approved un- 
der the Farm Credit Act 
with a five-year fixed 
term carfy an interest 
rate of 13% percent. 
This is up from the 
previous rate of 12% 

ent which had been 
in effect since January 
21. The interest rates 


‘have gone up in respon- 


se to the rising cost of 
the funds the Corpora- 
tion borrows to lend to 
farmers. 


The interest rate on 
Farm Credit Act loans 
with a ten-year term is 
now 1$% per cent, up 
from the previous rate 
of 18% percent. The 
rate on loans with a 
20-year term is 14 


percent compared to the 
prior rate of 15 5/8 per 
cent. 

The Corporation also 
announced that the in- 
terest rate for FCC's 
new Shared Risk Mort- 
gage loans will be 15% 
percent when the pro- 

takes effect on 
April 1. With a Shared 
Risk Mortgage, the 
interest rate is adjusted 
annually, but the bor- 
rower and FCC share 
equally in any interest 
rate increase or decrea- 
se. Over the six-year 
term of the Shared Risk 


. Mortgage, the borrower 


is protected by a ceiling 
of 2% per cent on 
interest rate increases. 

The interest rate on 
loans under the Farm 
Syndicates Credit Act is 
18% percent, up from 
the previous rate of 
12% per cent.

What fuel shortage 
affects the most people 
in the world today? It's 
not oil or electricity, but 
firewood! To hundreds 
of millions of people in 
the Third World, fire- 
wood is the most impor- 
tant source of energy for 
essential domestic use. 
A recent report by the 
Institute’ for Environ- 
ment and Development 
in London which was 
reviewed in Science, 
analyzes, this fuel crises 
and draws a gloomy 
picture. 

The world’s forests 
are disappearing as 
land is cleared’ for 
agriculture, but, this 
also reduces the, re- 
source base for fire- 
wood. When firewood 


becomes scarce, much 
more labor must be 
expended, usually by 


women and children, to 
search for it and haul it 
over increasingly large 
distances. In addition, 
more cattle dung and 
crop residues are 
burned as fuel, instead 
of -being used as ferti- 
lizer. These practices 
further deplete already 
overworked soil re- 
sources. 

Abbut 1975, the 
World Bank | shifted 
some of its emphasis fro 
some of its emphasis 
from industrial refores- 
tation to small scale 
projects for replanting 
private or communially- 
owned land. Today 
‘about $100 million is 
spent annually by 
various aid agencies on 
this work. Unfortunate- 
ly, it does not always 
result in an increase in 
firewood. 
firewood. The farmers 
‘have been encouraged 
.to cultivate ‘trees as a 
cash crop, with the 
result that wood is often 
sold for construction or 
paper manufacturing 
and is not available to 
the local popilation for 
fuel. Even if it is sold as 
fuel, the price may be so 
high that the poorest 
cannot afford it. It is 
ironic that these re- 
forestation projects 
have been successful in 
boosting the economies 
of the country, but they 
have still ‘not benefited 
those mpst in need. 

In many places the 
efforts to reforest com-

munal land has also 
been a failure. Com- 
munal efforts are very 
difficult to organize and 
many villagers look 
upon project managers 
and advisers as police- 
men and refuse to 
co-operate with them.

work. Projects of this 
type require more than 
just expertise in forest 
management. Sociolo-

ject is to have any 
chance of success.

The thought for the 
foliowing message came 
as the result of :eading 
an article “How Large a 
Circle’, by Roy Pearson 
and particularly that 
part which reads: 

“So much of life is 
spent in keeping other 
people out of it. Private 
rooms and house, pri- 
vate clubs and offices. 
private roads and bea- 

’ ches--with all of them 
the point is the same; 
‘This isn’t your proper- 
ty. ks mine. Keep 
Out.”' Of course. in one 
sense, a circle that 
shuts the world out is 
needed by everyone 
We all need places of 
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Too many Canadians excluded 


refuge. We are all 
porcupines, and our 
quills are less trouble- 
some if there is a little 
space around us. 

But there is another 
sense in which the size 
of a human being can be 
measured by the circle 
he draws to take* the 
world in. A few people 
aré too small to draw a 
circle larger than them- 
selves. Most go a little 
further and include 
their families. Still 
others draw the line at 
the edges of their own 
social group or political 
party. their own race 
and color, their own 
religion or nation. The 
people are too fewrwho 
have the bigness of 
interest and compassion 
to draw a circle large 
enough for all.”’ 

A circle that will 
encompass all Cana- 
dians is not only possi- 
ble but is a must if we 
are going to make it 
through the difficult 


economic times that we 


now face and will 
continue to face for 
some time to come. 


There is no place for 
Canadians who draw 
sinall circles that shut 
out their fellow Cana 
dians and put selfish 
intersts above the good 
of country. Some.of us 
travel through life on a 
conducted tour,: making 
friends only with people 
inside our chosen small 
circle. 
No Canadian has thee 

right to call themself a 
Canadian unless some- 


PERTS 
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where along the way 
they give something of 
themselves for the good 
of the country. Writing 
a cheque, large or 
small, while being ne- 
cessary in some in- 
stances is not sufficient. 
There must be a person- 
al reaching out to our 
fellow man and extend- 
ing the hand of friend- 
ship. Few ,of us try to 
extend our circle of 
acquaintances in the 
spirit of Samuel John- 
son who said “'l look 
upon every day as lost 
in which I do not make a 
new acquaintance.” Dr. 
Johnson's friends, as in 
the case of most who 
have had full and 
rewarding lives, were in 
all walks of life, for he 
realized that no one can 
claim to know life unless 
he knows all types of 
people. 

One small circle that 
we can well do without 
is the one that includes 
“merchapts of hate 
literature.’ As the re- 
sult of the publication of 
some of my articles, I 
have received Some of 
this hate literature 
What never ceases to 
amaze me is that much 
of this literature is 


published on expensive’ 


paper. Where the devil 
do thgse kooks and 
sickies get their money? 
It is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that 
some of this moncy 
comes from outside the 
country. Hate literature 
and putting its implica- 
tions into action has. 
divided people in many 
countries throughout 
the world and in many 
instances has led to 
violence and the loss of 
lives. Each Canadian 
must be both their 
words and deeds offset 
any damage done by 
those who are so filled 
with racial hatred that 
the dignity of other 
people and the welfare 
of our nation has little 
meaning or value. 
Government, at the 
federal level, has the 
greatest opportunity of 
all to draw the ‘‘LARGE 
CIRCLE"' that will en- 
compass most Cana- 
dians. Particularly, a 
majority government, 
with representation 
right across the country, 
has no reason to favour 
any particular region. 
There can be a tendency 
to zero in on large 
projects and key reg- 
ions. This has some 
merit but if this is our 
total effort then many 
small regions are going 
to become the *‘sacrifi- 
cal goats."' If we were to 
summarize the number 
of so called lesser 


Canadians. Even with 
deficit spending, there 
are expenditure limits 
that need to be establi- 
shed. If too large 
portions of the establi- 
shed expenditure limits 
are given to a few 
favoured regions then 
the many other regions 
will suffer. Government 
must have the" guts to 
say to the now “‘favour- 
ed regions’’, ‘‘this is all 
that we can do to assist 
you for other regions 
need and are entitled to 
assistance as well.” 
Any Government, that 
by its words and deeds 
shows that it is concern- 
ed and cares about all 
parts of the country 
equally, will do much to 
preserve Canadian 
unity and will have 
taken a giant stride 
towards the building of 
pride in our coulitry. 

Love of country must 
be built upon a_ solid 
foundation. Probably 
the most solid founda- 
tion of all is composed, 
among others, of the 
following ingredients--- 
a sense of belonging, an 
appreciation of what 
living here is giving to 
each of us, ‘working to 
retain what we have and 
most important of all a 
caring and doing for 
other Canadians at both 
the commranity and na- 
tional level. 

For some time, I have 
been talking and writing 
about a ‘“‘LARGE 
CIRCLE” concept that 
would encompassé Can- 
adians from all parts of 
our land, These mess- 
ages have been sent out 
to over 1600 weekly and 
daily newspapers, other 
forms of the media, 
groups and individuals 
every few months for a 
number of years. The 
response. from~ the 
media has covered the 
complete gamut from 
regular publication of 
the messages, rubber 
stamped rejections and 
ignoring. A fair number 
of Canadians, from all 
walks of life, have 
shown interest, given 
encouragement and 
provided some financial 
support. Each mailing 
costs about $1,600.00 
and I have been averag- 
ing four mailings a year. 
The cost has been 
covered by private sup- 
port, personal savings, 
a war pension and a 


good part of my carn-— 


ings. This means that 
the sending out of any 
mailing takes a longer 
time and is done on an 
availability of funds. It 


would be possible to cut’ 


the number of messages 
in order to reduce the 
cost but it is just as 
important to me to 
reach. our fellow Cana- 
dians in the most 


remote area as it is to - 


reach the Canadian 


living in the mansion. 
I will now try to 
briefly outline the 
**“LARGE CIRCLE” con- 
cept that I have been 
writing about, believe in 
and know is possible to 
make a reality. Too 
many Canadians have 
not taken the time to 
experience first hand 
the beauty of our land, 
know their fellow Cana- 
dians or take the time to 
become aware of the 
problems facing people 
in other parts of our 
country. Time wise and 
financially this may not 
be possible for many 
Canadians. What | will 
now suggest will make 
it possible for some to 
on a first hand basis, 
become familiar with 
what our Canada is all 
about. 


Meeting face to face 
with our fellow Cana- 
dians and talking about 
our family, community 
and economic problems 
is a non-existent situa- 
tion at the moment. 
This puts us in the 
position, because of our 
ignorance, of often 
drawing wrong conclu- 
sions and concepts of 
what is happening in 
other parts of Canada. 
We might think that 
Canadians from another 
province are really 
shoving it to us pretty 
good. The reality cold 
well be that these fellow 
countrymen of ours are 
merely fighting the war 
of survival. 

These meetings 
would include people 
from all walks of life and 
would be held in a 
different province each 
year. The meetings 
would be of a two week 
duration, with one week 
being spent in an urban 
setting and the second 
in a_ rural ‘setting. 
People would discuss 
what is happening in 
their part of Canada. 
Then they would take

in its submission the 
OFA noted that the 
committee members 
had to analyze three 


complex issues in a 
short of time, 
and that the background 


they were provided by 
the white paper, Tax 
issues in Agriculture, 
was “extremely mis- 
leading and does not 
serve as an adequate 
base for consultation.” 

With respect to re- 
stricted farm losses, 
governed by Section 31 
of the Income Tax Act, 
the OFA proposed that 
it be retained in order to 
discourage non-farm in- 
vestment in agriculture, 
but that it be substan- 
tially revised. The sub- 
mission suggested that 
any proposal dealing 
with Section $1 should 


“not encourage farming 


solely? for income tax 
savings and that it must 
recognize the require- 
ments of beginning 
farmers. Farmers who 
must take off-farm jobs 
should not be penalized, 
the OFA said. 

The federation sug- 
gested that farmers who 
file on the accrual 
reporting method be 
allowed to treat farm 
losses as business 
losses, giving them an 
unlimited write-off. For 
those reporting on the 
cash method, the OFA 
recommended that farm 
losses be applied with- 
out restriction against 
other income until a 
stated dollar maximum 


of the tax has been 
deferred. 

The OFA’s policy is 
total abolition of capit#l 
gains tax, and the 
federation told the com- 
mittee that it takes the 
Prime Minister at his 
word when during the 
federal election cam- 
paign, he stated, “We 
will abolish the imposi- 
tion of capital gains tax 
on the sale of farm 
property for continued 


agricultural purposes.” 
The OFA rejects the 


governments sugges- 
tion that removal of 
capital gains tax be 


accompanied by limit- 
ing or disallowing the 


deduction of interest 


revie wed. 
The OFA told the 
committee, ‘'...they 
were envisioned as re- 
presenting a stable, 
reasonably priced... 
tool, to provide credit at 
a cost more realistically 
related to the farmer's 
ability to pay.’ The 
concept has been dis- 
cussed at length, but 
not implemented, and 
the OFA expressed con- 
cern that this is because 
of misunderstandings 
arising from inappro- 
priate comparisons to 
an American bond sy- 


stem. 

The OFA proposed a 
system whereby the 
Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion would raise capital 
through Agri-bonds, 
which would provide 
purchasers with a tax 
credit comparable to the 
dividend tax credit gi- 
ven to shareholders in 
taxable Canadian cor- 
porations. 


The bonds would be 
sold only to individual 
investors and when 
introduced, the funds 
would be directed first 
to beginning farmers 
and farmers in financial 
difficulty.

The rules of the game 


In Ontario, there are 
156 sets of laws (called 
*tacts’’ or ‘‘statutes’') 
enacted’ by the provin- 
cial legislature, which 
refer in whole or in part 
to the operations of 
municipal government, 
from municipal airports 
to zoos. The impact of 
these acts is felt every 
day in our communities. 

The most important 
of these acts is the 
Municipal Act. This is 
the act which decrees 
how our municipal 
councils are composed, 
who can be on them, 
and what they can do. 
The act sets out the 
procedures and regula- 
tions our councils and 
boards must follow, in 
order to perform their 
duties. It specifies, as 
well, the requirements 
that municipal admini- 
strators such as the 
clerk and the treasurer 
must meet. The various 
duties of these and 
other employees of the 
municipality are de- 
fined.

and commissions. 

These include acts 
relating to ambulances, 
fire and police protec- 
tion, forestry, weed 
control, planning and 
workers’ compensation.

What Miller did tell 
the audience was that 
jobs will be the chief 
issue in the upcoming 


election and that his 
party was prepared to 
create new jobs through 
Enterprise Ontario, a 
program Miller and his 
party introduced just 
before calling the elec- 
tion on May 2. The 
Enterprise Ontario pro- 
gram calls for a tax 
exempt status for small 
business so that. they 
can put that money back 
into their business to 
create more new jobs 


and invest in new 
machinery. + 
The topic was an 


appropriate one in an 
area where some loca- 
tions have unemploy-’ 
ment estimates that 
have approached 30 per 
cent in the recent past. 
But while Miller was 
outlining his broader 
economic recovery plan, 
he did not stress how 
this program would 
affect Belleville and 
surrounding areas nor 
did he elaborate on just 
how small the busi- 
nesees would be that his 
progam would help.

encouraged by the pro- 
vincial government. 
“When Mr. Miller 
talks about small busi- 
ness he's talking about 
something much larger

Buchanan, criticizing 
the Conservatives for 
their policies.

Spring melt is quickly 
marching northward. 


in the deepest woods. 
The rest will be on its 
way, as those torrents 
which annually flush 
our rivers. 

Roundly viewed as 
“Dirty and threaten- 
ing’’, this annual ritual 
is, in fact, biologically 
vital. Indeed, spring's 
meit brings a catharsis 
to the entire country- 
side. 

The melt’s progres- 
sion provides to the soil 
abundant moisture - the 
very foundation upon 
which the growth spurt 
of plants (and, in turn, 
animals) will depend. 
Nearly all of our wild: 
flowers will utilize this, 
whether for . spring 
blooming of woodland 
perennials or for early 
growth of field annuals. 
So will the trees - their 


annual growth will be 
virtually complete by 
late. June, when the 
dries out. 
Equally ,important 
but seldom recognized - 
is the imprtance of 
ponds, many of them 
temporary, created by 
the melt. Through both 
runoff and ground see- 
page, the melt trans- 
forms the ‘countryside 
into a veritable mosaic 
of land, ponds and

Spring torrents flush, 
bubble and boil, and 
eddy. They wash rocks, 


peeper frogs will al- 
ready be madly singing.

The French call it ‘La 
Rage’’. It comes from 
. the Latin word for 
“madness. We call it 
» “zabies’’. ‘This infec 
tious and 
disease is caused by « 
virus which affects the 
nervous system of all 
warm-blooded animals 
including man. 

The rabies virus is 
usually spread by the 
bite of an infected 
animal. It does not take 
long for'the virus, once 
it has ehtered the bdy, 

‘ to begin the process 
leading to death. The 
virus can enter any part 
of the body where the 
skin ha been broken, 
and also can enter 
absorbant areas such as 
the skin in the mouth, 
nose, and eyes. When a 
wound is caused by a 
bite, the viral particles 
penetrate the nerve 
endings and progress 
towards the spinal cord. 
The movement of the 
virus is slow, at a speed 
of about three milli- 
metres per hour. Once 
the virus enters the 
spinal nerves, the in- 
fection spreads progres- 
sively up the spinal cord 
and affects all areas 
alongside the cord. The 
course of the virus, 
through the spinal cord, 
leads rapidly to the 
brain, where the virus 

iplies. The infec- 
tion then follows the 
nerve trunk outward to

Among the animals 
in Canada most often 
infected with rabies are 
foxes, skunks, raccoons, 
cattle, dogs, cats, and 
bats. Squirrels, ham- 
sters, guinea pigs, get: 
bils, chipmunks, rats, 
mice, other rodents, or 
rabbits and hares are 
rarely found to be 
infected with rabies. 
and have not been 
known to cause human 
rabies in Canada; their 
bites almost never call 


. for rabies vaccine shots. 


The only known case 
of human-to-human 
transmissions of rabies 
have been in patients 
who receive corneal 
treansplants from per- 
sons twho had died of 

’ i rabies. 

The first recorded 
case of rabies in Canada

tawa, Ontario, in 1819 
when the Duke of 
Richmond, Governor-in- 
Chief of Canada. died f 
hydrophobia (a fear of 
water that rabies pfo- 
duces), after being bit- 
ten by one of. his pets. 

The last recorded 
case of human rabies in 
Ontario occurred in the 
Ottawa region where a 
young girl died in 1967 
after being bitten by the 
family cat. 

Dogs may develop 
symptoms of two dif: 
ferent types. In the 
aggressive (rabid) form 
the ‘dog first exhibits a 
change in behaviour 
showing restlessness, a 
tendency to roam, and 
an inclination to bite. 
Later the dog becomes 
partially paralyzed and 
has difficulty in drink- 
ing. It staggers around 
until complete paralysis 
sets in and death 
follows. 

In the “‘dumb’’ form 
of the disease, the 
opposite symptoms 
develop; the animal is 
not vicious, has no 
tendency to bite or 
roam, and is not excite- 
able. Usually paralysis 
of the lower jaw and 
limbs are noticed. The 
course of the disease is 
short when symptoms 
set in, and death occurs 
in three to seven days. 

Cats can become ¢x- 
tremely vicious and 
spring out at passing 
animals or people from 
hiding places. and in- 
flict penetrating bites or 
scratches.

In human beings, the 
most characteristic 
early symptom is an 
abnormal sensation 
around the site of the 
infection.

the sight. sound or 
smell of liquids causes 
muscle spasms in the 
throat. Thus the name 
‘*hydrophobia’’ (fear of 
water). Death usually 
occurs during convul- 
sions, and somedémes 
paralysis develops fol- 
lowed by stupor, 
apathy, coma, and 
death. The most impor: 
tant source of infection 
for humans are skunks, 
foxes, raccoons, and 
bats, which account for 
70 per cent of all 
reported cases of rab- 
ies. 
In 1984, in the Coun- 
ties of Northumberland, 
Victoria, and Halibur- 
ton, Public Health In- 
spectors investigated 
750 incidents of suspec- 


4 million visitors later, 
the museum raised 
enough money to start 
the Space Camp. 

With the encourage- 
ment of National Acro- 
nautics and Space Ad- 
ministration (NASA). 
the program makes use 
of simulators, space- 
craft capsules and other 
hardware donated from 
stockpiles of surplus. 
The museum and Space 
Camp are on the same~ 
grounds. On grounds 
outside the main build- 
ing is a fence made of 
Atlas, Redstone and 
Saturn boosters, all 
built for flight and 
training purposes, but 
never launched. The 
museum also contains 
hands-on displays and 
climb-in mock-ups. 

All three of the boys 
say their ‘‘favorite 
part’’ was the Space 
Dome Theatre. 

“You climb up what 
is almost like the side of 
a mountain. You sit in 
seats that are on an

all around you: wher- 
ever you look you see 
the movie,"’ says Rob- 
bie.

The youngsters, oF 
“space campers’, go 
through the program at 
one of two levels. The 
local boys started at 
level one this year and 
hope to go back again in 
future to take level two. 

Day one, “Rocket 


ted rabies. One hundred 
and twenty-seven an- 
imals were confirmed as 
having rabies. One 
hundred and thirty- 
seven human contacts 
had to be vaccinated 
against rabies. During 
the first quarter of 1985, 
there have been 195 
incidents of suspected 
rabies investigated. 
Fifty-four animals were 
confirmed as having 
rabies, and 68 human 
contacts required treat 
ment. 

For many years, the 
only treatment available 
was a painful series of 
16 to 23 innoculations. 
Now, following - an in- 
counter with an animal 
that is known or suspec- 
ted of having rabies, a 
vaccine using a series of 
five innoculations can 
be used. This vaccine is 
known as HDCV or 
“human diploid cell 
vaccine’’ which is an 
inactivated human rab- 
ies vaccine prepared 
from fixed rabies virus 
‘grown in human diploid 
cell culture.

On April 13 and 
20, special Rabies Vac- 
cination Clinics for dogs 
and cats are being held 
most Veterinary 
Clinics/Hospitals, in 
the Counties of Nort 
humberland, Victoria, 
Haliburton, Peter:

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Day". the campers are 
briefed on basic princi- 
ples of propulsion, then 
start assembly of their 
own individual model 
rockets.

The idea was to 
design {and build a 
viable space station to 
orbit the earth. 

“At least once a day 
we went to the Marshall 
Space and Flight Centre 
where they train astro- 
nauts, and saw all kinds 
of training equipment

“People don’t appre- 
ciate that the rumen is 
like a. fermentation 
vat,"’ says Dr. Jim 
Ferguson, a veterinari- 
an at the large animal 
clinic of the Western 
College of Veterinary 
Medicine, Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. “‘Many 
microbial organisms 
function normally in the 
rumen to help the 
animal digest cellu- 
lose."* « 

Grain overload is one 
disease of the gastro- 
intestinal tract in cattle 
which upsets the deli- 
cate balance of fermen- 
tation in the rumen. The 
rumen is the first of four 
stomach compartments 
in ruminant animals. 


the degree of rootworm 


infestation, ’’ says 
Houghton. “If we ex- 
perience a cool dry 


spring, much like last 
year, a situation similar 
to 1984 may occur. 
“Farmers will plant 
earlier while the root- 
worm hatch will . be 
delayed. Therefore, 
control products will 
remain in the soil 
several weeks and begin 
to degrade before the 
eggs hatch. As a result, 
a product’s effective: 
ness will be reduced by 
the time larvae are 
active,” she says. 

“If we have a very 
dry spring, we could run 
into problems because 
rootworm control pro- 
ducts are not as persis- 


tent in dry soils as in 


wet soils,’ adds Hough- 
ton. 

‘If we have a wet 
spring and planting is 
delayed, the rootworm 
control product should 
be more effective. We 
will still have a large 
number of larvae but 


Cattle have delicate stomachs 


Dr. Ferguson says grain 
overload mainly hap- 
pens in cattle fed” a 
controlled, increasing 
level of nutrition such as 
feedlot cattle. 


The rumen is filled'by 
protozoa, bacteria and 
acids which combine to 
break down cellulose, a 
major component of 
cattle feed. When cattle 
consume too much 
starch or sugar, in feeds 
such as cereal grains, 
corn or root crops, the 
chemical balance of the 
rumen is upset. This 
results in the death of 
the protozoa, the one- 
celled primitive animals 
living in the rumen and 
of the ruman bacterial 


insecticides should con- 
trol the pest. 
Preventative Recom- 
mendations 

Houghton recom- 
mends the following 
measures to reduce 
rootworm damage. 
“This year, don't take 
any chances, use a 
rootworm control pro- 
duct. Because of last 
year's severe rootworm 
outbreak, farmers def- 
initely need to guard 
against infestations in 
1985." 

When planting this 
spring, protect against 
wind drift, Houghton 
suggests, by placing the 
banders ahead of the

For example in a 
field planted to corn for 
three years, if a farmer 
examines 20 plants and 
finds $0 adults, he 
should use. a rootworm 
insecticide. 

Counting adult root- 
worm beetles in the fall 
is just one tool used in 
determining potential 
rootworm problems the 
next spring. Consider 
other factors, such as 
weather, that can influ-

As a final suggestion, 
Houghton récommends 
reducing fall plowing or 
other fall tillage.

Energy notes 


Heat pumps can be 
a smart investment for 
people interested in 
year-round houschold 
cooling and heating. 
However, as furnace 
add-ons for winter use, 
heat pumps may be 
more costly than other 
heating alternatives. 

What is a heat pump? 
It is an electrically 
operated device 
extracts heat from air or 
water and “‘pumps’’. it 
into your house. Ex- 
tracting any warmth 
from a frosty winter day 
seems an unlikely pro- 
position, but it is 
possible. Air is never 
completely heat free. In 
summer, 2 heat pump 
can cool the house by 
taking heat from warm 
indoor air and pumping 
it outside. 

How a heat pump 
works is relatively sim- 
pie. Your refrigerator is 
a heat pump. i takes 
the heat from inside the 
fridge cabinet and. 
pumps it out through 
the condenser. That's 
why the refrigerator will 
often feel warm to the 
touch. 


To Buy or Not to Buy 

Deciding whether to 
buy a heat pump is not 
so simple. As with any 
major purchase, several 
factors should be taken 
into account. For in- 
stance, just how energy 
efficient dre heat pumps 
and how long is the 
payback period? Are 
they noisy? Could they 
increase property 
taxes? Do any special 
municipal bylaws apply 
to them? What about 
maintenance, warran- 
ties, installation and 
contractors? These are 
just some of the ques- 
tions to consider before 
buying. Here are some 
of the answers. 

Let's start with effi- 
ciency. To evaluate a 
heat pump’s energy 
efficiency, you should 
know its COP or coeffi- 
cient of performance. 
Heating efficiency is 
rated in terms of COP. 
The higher-the COP, the 
better the pump's per- 
formance. Paying atten- 
tion to the COP specifi- 
cations provides a 
means of comparing the 
efficiency of various 
models. 

The big advantage of 
the heat pump is that it 
can operate with a COP 
greater than one. In 


other words, heat 
pumps can be more 
than 100 per cent 


efficient. {A normal

to help heat a house. At 
about -20 deg. C, it is 
best for the furnace to 
take over completely. 
Some add-on pumps for 
gas and oil furnaces 


shut off automatically as 


soon as the temperature 
drops below 0 deg. C. 
Overall, a heat pump 
used in conjunction with 
a supplementary heat- 
ing system can save up 
to 30 per cent of heating 
costs when compared to 
an oil-fired furnace. 

After efficiency, the 
next most important 
consideration is ¢quip- 
ment cost. Fhe most 
common type of heat 
pump, the add-on, costs 
between $$.000 and 
$4,000 installed. If you 
need to upgrade your 
ductwork, the total cost 
could be as high as 
$5,000. 

You can also buy an 
all-electric heat pump 
whick uses electric re- 
sistance elements as its 
backup in very 


load in this case might 
require upgrading of 
the electrical service 
coming into your home. 
The initial investment 
for a small electric 
system could run to 
$6,000 includifig the 


upgrade. 


To determine the 


payback period, current- 


fuel type and consump- 
tion rate should be 
included in the equa- 
tion. With a standard oil 
furnace burning about 
8,000 litres of fuel a 
year, the payback 
period for an add-on 
heat pump would be 
about nine years. 

Maintenance costs 
are another considera- 
tion. Most heat pumps 
have a one-year warran- 
ty on parts and labor 
and a five-year warranty 
(parts only) on the 
compressor. A new 
compressor installed 
costs about $1,100. The 
average live expectancy 
for residential heat 
pumps is 10 years or 
more. 

And then there is 
noise. Depending on 
how and where they are 
installed, heat pumps 
can be loud machines. 
In some areas, munici- 
pal bylaws require that 
heat pumps have a 
specific rear, side and 
front yard clearance

Trunk eventually be- 
came CN. 

The line actually went 
through Madoc up to 


Eldorado, but in 189%, 
the line between Madoc 
and Eldorado was 


closed. The Madoc spur 
continued to run to 
Peterborough and 
Belleville on the Camp- 
bellford division. 

Bovay‘ said that be- 
fore the bridge's con: 
struction in 1894, there 
was probably a pile 
trestle bridge at the site 
or some type of tem- 
porary structure. 


He said the last 
bridge was removed 
because the track had 
been ‘‘retired’’ and 


because the bridge was 
a safety hazard. 

‘It deteriorated to 
the point where a lot of 
work would need to be 
done to keep it safe.

One 
example of this is worn 
piston rings, which can 
wear out prematurely 
because of failure to 
change oil and filter 
regularly. 

Once the rings be- 
come excessively worn, 
an expensive ‘‘ring job”’ 
is the only remedy. 
With proper mainten- 
ance, however, an en- 
gine normally should go 
well beyound = the 
100,000 mile mark with- 
out needing new piston 
rings. 

It is essential to check 
the engine oil regularly. 
If oil is over-full or 
smells like gasoline, it 


could mean it is be- 
coming diluted with 
gasoline. 

Thus, the oil becomes 
thin enough to work its 
way into the combustion 
chamber, eventually to 
burn and end up in the 
atmosphere as smoke. 

If you have to pump 
the accelerator to keep 
the engine from stal- 
ling, you may be pump- 
ing raw gasoline into 
the crank case. This 
situation can be avoided 
by keeping the engine 
in tune. 

Misfiring spark plugs 
can aggravate a situat: 
jon such as this because 
they permit raw, un 
burned gasoline to wash 
into the crank case. Not 
only does this create 
hard starting, it also 
accelerates wear due to 
diluted engine oil. 

Another factor in oil 
burning is a malfunct- 
joning positive crank 
case ventilation (PCV) 
valve, which is intended 
to route oil vapours 
through the combustion 
chamber rather than 
permitting them to ¢s- 
cape into the atmos- 
phere. 

If the PCV system is 


not in proper working | 
order, it can be the 
cause of oil burning.

® Coolant Leaks - Leaks 
are the .worst cooling 
problem for an older 
car. You may notice a 
steady loss of coolant 
and small puddles on 
the garage floor. It may 
start as a very small 
leak, but it will get 
worse. Be sure to check 
your coolant level often. 

Your mechanic can 
pressurize the cooling 
system and easily check 
for leaks. There are also 
a few places you should 
check anytime the hood 
is up.

Often a leak here 
indicates the hose 
should be replaced. 
Check for rotting and 
cracking under the 
clamp. Brittle, cracked 
hoses should be replac- 
ed immediately. If you 
have to replace one 


hose, you should re- 
place all of them. They 
were probably installed 
at the same time. 
Leaks are common at 
the thermostat housing 
on the engine block. 
Tighten the housing 
bolts or replace the 
thermostat gasket. 
Radiator leaks are 
easy to spot but hard to 
fix. The colored coolant 
stands out against the 
dark vanes of the 
radiator. If-your radiator 
is leaking, talk to your 
mechanic about repairs. 
It's a job for an expert. 
The ‘‘freeze plugs” 
in the cylinder blocks 
are a frequent source of 
coolant leaks on older 
cars. They are sheet 
metal and subject to 
corrosion. The plugs are 
easily replaced by any- 
one with experience and 
the right tools. 
* The Thermostat 
Thermostats don’t last 
forever. They eventual- 
ly get tired and start 
sticking. If you have 
intermittent overheat: 
ing but with no substan: 
tial loss of coolant, 
suspect the thermostat. 
if it is sticking open, 
your car may be very 
slow to warm up in cold 
weather. Either prob- 
blem should be checked 
out. , 
* Y-Belts - Make sure 
the V-belt to the water 
pump is properly adjus- 
ted. If it is too loose, the 
pump can’t circulate the 
coolant properly. A belt 
that is too tight can put 
extessive pressure on 
pump bears and seals, 
causing early failure. 
It is recommended 
that a tension gauge be 
used to assure the 
correct adjustment. If 
the car is past its fourth 
birthday, and the belts 
have not been replaced, 
they are way overdue. 
* Corrosion - Modern 
antifreeze compounds 
contain various “‘inhib- 
itor’’ additives that are 
very effective in control- 
ling. corrosion in the 
cooling system. How- 
ever, these additives 
are eventually depleted. 
Therefore, you should 
periodically replace 
your antifreeze. 
Unless the antifreeze 
is replaced at reason- 
able intervals, the cor-

Air conditioner fuel efficiency

If you pay the total 
price on the spot using 
cash, a cheque or 4 
credit card and take 


-immediate delivery of 


the goods, the seller 
doesn't have to. cancel 
the contract or refund 
the money. Called a 
‘‘cash transaction’, this 
type of sale eliminates 
your right to cancella- 
tion under the act. 

"A lot of people have 


been horrified to learn * 


they can't get their 
money back for vacuum 
cleaners they bought on 
impluse or just to get rid 
of a sales agent,"’ says 
Allan. “‘If they paid 
cash an@ received the 
vacuum, there's not 
much we can do. Unfor- 
tunately, a lot of cam- 
panies are insisting 
consumers pay be credit 
card, cheque or ‘cash, 
just so the customers 
don't have a chance to 
cancel the sale.”’ 

The Consumer Pro- 
tection Act makes it 
mandatory that itiner- 
ant sellers be registered 
with the ministry. They 
must also post a $5,000 
bond. 

When a sales agent 
knocks on the door, ask 
for the company's regi- 
stration number and 
check its validity by 
phoning your local Con- 
sumer Services Bureau 
of the ministry before 
signing @ contract. 
While it applies to 


more than just door-to- 
door sales, the Business 
Practices Act provides 
further protection for 
consumers. False, mis-, 
leading or deceptive 
claims are illegal under 
the act, as are high- 
pressure sales techni- 
ques. 

If you feel any of 
these tactics have been 
used on you by a sales 
agent, contact a local 
Consumer Services 
Bureau for advice on

Proxy voting 


Proxy voting is 4 provision for those qualified 
electors who will be absent from their polling 
division on polling day and are unable to cast a 
ballot on the April 25, April 27, and April 29 
designated advance polling days or in the office 

- of the Returning Officer. . 

When proxy voting, the elector names another 
qualified elector in the same electoral district to 
cast the vote. A qualified elector may act as 
proxy for only two electors. 

Proxy voting is applicable to electors who are 
employed in long distance transportation; 
committed to business activities under an 
employer's direction; a member or spouse or 
child of a member of the Canadian Forces on 
active duty; away from home attending an 
educational institute; an inmate in a penal or 
correctional institute not under sentence of 
imprisonment; or those who are incapable, 
either through handicap or illness, of attending a 
polling place. 

To vote by proxy, the necessary form may be 
obtained from any Returning Officer. However, 
the completed form naming the proxy voter must 
be certified by the Returning Officer in the 
electoral district where the vote is to be cast. It 

“must be presented by the person chosen to act a5 
. proxy no later than 7 p.m. on May Ist, the day 
preceding polling day. 

The Returning Officer will issue a certificate to 
the. proxy who, in turn, will exchange it for a 
ballot on election day.

On the occasion of 
Law Day 1985, the 
Honorable John C. 
Crosbie, Minister of 
Justice and Attorney 
General of Canada, 
reminds Canadians that 
section 15 gf the Cana- 
dian Chagter of Rights 
and Freedoms comes 
into force April 17. 

Section 15 guarantees 
equality rights for every 
individual in Canada 
without discrimination, 
particularly on the basis 
of color, race, national 
or ethnic origin, physi- 
cal or mental disability, 
age, sex or religion. At 
the same time, it 
authorizes affirmative 
action programs de- 
signed to improve the 
lot of disadvantaged 
groups or individuals 
who may have suffered 
as a result of past 
discrimination. 

In making the an- 
nouncement, Mr. Cros- 
bie said, ‘‘It is particu- 
larly fitting that the 
theme of this year’s Law 


Day is ‘The Law Be- 
longs to You’. Section 
15 gives that statement 
true meaning by affirm- 
ing that the law belongs 
equally to every indivi- 
dual in Canada.” 

The Minister noted 
that an in-depth review 
over the past three 
years has revealed a 
number of possible, 
inequities in federal 
statutes. While many of 
these inequities are 
fairly easy to rectify, 
others raise complex 
social and economic 
questions. 

“In order to find 
solutions that reflect the 
concerns of all Cana- 
dians, the courts and 
governments need input 
from the public,"' said 
Mr. Crosbie.

on a tray of gelatin 
which dissolved and 
absorbed the ink. Moist 
blank sheets of paper 
were pressed onto the © 
inked gelatin. A few 
inferior copies could be 
transferred this way. 

The ‘Ditto’ process 
is a variant on the 
Hectograph. By typing 
or writing, a special ink 
impression is made on 
the back of the master 
sheet. This master is 
mounted on a drum in a 
machine resembling a 
small printing press. On 
cach rotation of the 
drum, methyl alcohol 
dissolves a bit of the ink 
and transfers it to a 
blank sheet of paper. 
Twenty-five or so copies 
can be made. 

The “‘Gestetner’* pro- 
cess produces a master 
by typing, or writing 
with a stylus, on a 
special wax-impregna- 


“ted paper. The wax is 


femoved. where the. 
typewriter strikes it, 
making the paper por- 
ous to ink. Again, a 
rotary printing 
is Gsed. It is 
messy but can produce 
many copies. . 

In 1934, Chester Carl- 
son, a physicist turned 
patent attorney, deci- 
ded there must be a 
better way to make 
copies and embarked on 
a program of research 
which led ‘to the devel- 
opment of Xerography 
and the modern photo- 
copier. The first com- 
mercial unit was the 
Xerox-914 which ap- 
peared in 1960. 

Xerography works 
through photoconduc- 
tion. A few substances 
such as selenium, ar- 
senic, and tellurium are 


er’) over the plate. Now 
small glass or plastic 
beads loaded with the 
black toner are cither 
rolled or gently brushed 
over the plate. The 
toner sticks only where 
there is remaining char- 
ge; i.e., on the black 
areas of the original 
copy- 

Next, a blank sheet of 
paper is-rolied over the 
plate and the toner is 
transferred to the paper 
forming a perfect image 
of the original. This 
image, however, is very 
fragile and must be 
‘fixed’ or made perm- 
anent. This fixing. is 
done in different ways, 
but one of the most 
common is by means of 
heat. The toner is 


actually a black colored 
thermoplastic which, on 
being heated, melts and 
impregnates the paper.

This 
will help identify which 
of the thousands of 
houses on the market 
are worth visits. : 

Then draw up a check 
list covering every as- 
pect of a house imagin- 
able, from the condition 
of the plumbing to the 
quality of the neighbor- 

* hood. Include space for 
‘ comments on access to 
schools, shopping and 
transportation. 

Do noisy trains pass 
nearby? Is the house 
under a flight path? 

Run through — the 
check list carefully at 
every house you visit. 

*¥You've got to look at 
everything and keep 
track of ali the points so 
you can compare houses 
later,’ says Coleclough. 
**You can't be embarr- 
assed to move furniture 
around, flush the toilet, 
look in cupboards and, 


generally, give the 
house a thorough in- 
spection. 


“Don's be afraid to 
ask questions. One of 
the most important 
things to do is to sit 
down for a good talk 
with the vendor.”’ 

If a real estate sales- 
person shows you thr- 
ough.a house while the 
owners are out, take 
that opportunity to 
openly inspect the pro- 
perty. Arrange to meet 
the vendor for a chat 
later, if you're still 
_ interested in the home,

Real estate services 
are free to buyers, since 
the sales agents’ com- 
missions are paid by 
vendors. 

However, it's import- 
ant to remember that 
salespeople are not car- 
penters, architects or 
lawyers. 

If you're concerned 
about a sagging roof in 
a house you'd like to 
buy, consider calling in 
a home inspection ser- 
vice to analyze the 
problem. Don't depend 
on a salesperson’s as- 
surance’ that it only 
needs minor repairs. 

Never buy a house 
without getting legal 
advice and try to find a 
lawyer who works in the 
community where you 
are buying. 


Don't sign anything. 


until the lawyer has 
seen it. 

‘‘Many people sign 
offers to purchase, then 
they take them to their 
lawyers,’” says Cole- 
clough. “‘But there's 
not much point paying 
for legal advice at that 
stage. You've already 
signed the thing and, in 
most cases, it will be 
binding. If the offer's 
accepted - congratula- 
tions - you've bought a 
house, complete with 
any problems the lawy- 
er may later uncover.”

Pigden owned a small 
farm right in the heart 
of the county, Their 
large family was typical 
of the hearty pioneers 
who had learned to 
extract a living from the 
rich soil and the green 
forests of young Cana 
da. Like their neighbors 
they lived in a close 
relationship with God 
and in harmony with 
their natural surround 
ings. They worked from 
the first golden glow of 
the early morning sun te 
its final dim moments in 
the western sky. Their 
son Charlie should have 
been in school but he 
was nearly blind.

doctor. 

Each week he hitched 
one of the family horses 
up to his dad's buggy 
and began the journey 
down the narrow, twist 
ing and rough road to 
the little village of 
Madoc.

in the Intelligencer 
on April 8, 1985, Keith 
Norton, the Minister of 
Education, is reported 
to have made a number 
of comments in relation 
to the budget difficul- 
ties faced by The 
Hastings County Board 
of Education. It is 
important to put/ those 
comments in some sort 
of perspective? 

‘The Hastings Coun- 
ty Board of Education, 
like all school boards, 
has to live within its 
means and not rely too 
heavily on government 
funding..."” 

In 1976, the Ministry 
of Education was contri- 
buting just over 60 per 
cent to total education 
costs in Ontario. That 
proportion dropped to 
less than 49 per cent by 
1988 and is still falling. 
The comparable figures 
for The Hastings Coun- 
ty Board were 71 per 
cent and 60 per cent. It 
is obvious that the 
province is transferring 
more and more of the 
cost of education from 
the central treasury 
(income and sales taxes) 
to ‘the local (property) 
taxpayer. Therefore, in 
spite of reasonable in- 
creases in budgets there 
have been unreasonable 
increases in mill rates. 


“| Government 
transfer of payments to 
school. boards have ri- 
sen by 85 per cent to 90 
per cent since 1976 
despite a student enrol- 
ment decline of 15 per 
cent. Yet school boards 
have increased their 
expenditures by about 
150 per cent in the same 
period.” 

The Hastings County 
Board budget has in- 
creased 9$ per cent in 
that period. The consu- 
mer price index rose 
94.6 per cent. : 

“If in fact it's related 
to declining enrolment, 
you can't expect costs to 
go up every year even 
though you have fewer 
students." 

There are two main 
factors to be consi- 
dered. First, fixed costs 
such as building opera- 
tions do not decrease 
proportionately to stu- 
dent decline. Second, 
Ministry requirements 
such as Special Educa- 
tion have increased 
average per pupil costs 
substantially. 

“Hf a board has 100 
fewer students, they 
may have to have one 
fewer school and four or 
five less teachers." 

The reduction of 100 
students in a_ large 
geographic area like 
Hastings, a few in each 
school, does not easily 


accommodate a school 
closing. Nevertheless, 
Hastings has - closed 
nine schools. 

The number of teach- 
ers in regular class- 
rooms is reduced by 
formula, in proportion 
to the decrease in the 


number of students. 
(290 teachers fewer 
than in 1976.) But 


again, the requirements 
of Special Education 


(smaller classes) have, 


reduction. 
added 


offset that 
(195 teachers 
since 1976.} 

“But he said he has 
no control over school 
boards who exceed their 
per-pupil grant ceilings. 
Boards who spend over 
their limit(?} don't get 
any of that money from 
us and they have to turn 
to the taxpayer.” 

All secondary boards 
are over ceilings. Ele- 
mentary boards repre: 
senting 60 per cent of 
students are over ceil- 
ings. It is obvious that 
ceilings are unrealisti 
cally low. Because ¢x- 
penditures over that 
so-called ‘‘limit’* (read, 
maximum for grant) do 
have to be paid entirely 


by the property tax: 
payer, mill rate in- 
creases substantially 


surpass budget = in- 
creases. 

‘Norton said every 
school board has been 


& 
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receiving @ $170-per- 
pupil grant since 1980 
for Special Education, 
yet not every student 
requires such program: 
ming...Where is that 
extra $170 going per 
student.”” 

The Hastings County 
Board has been diligent 
in its attempts to 
respond to the Special 
Education legislation. A 
large number of stu- 
dents with special needs 
have been identified 
and provided with extra 
services. Up until 1984, 
the cost to the local 
taxpayer for Special 
Education students was 
the same as for other 
students. Because Spe- 
cial Education costs are 
rising faster than other 
costs, and because of 
declining enrolment 
(the $170 per student 
produces less revenue) 
that situation has 
changed in 1985, and 
again, the burden is 
passed to the local 
property taxpayer. 

It should be pointed 
out that the amount of 
$170 has not been 
received annually since 
1980. Prior to 1982, 
Special Education was 
supported through a 
weighting factor related 
to programs offered. In 
1982 a specific per pupil 
amount ‘was introduced 
at $125 elementary and 


$90 secondary. It has 
gradually increased to 
$185 elementary and 
$152 secondary in 1985. 


SUMMARY 

The steady erosion 
of provincial support 
over the past few years 
simply shifts more of 
the tax burden. to the 
local ratepayer. Trus- 
tees are torn between 
our commitment to pro: 
vide comparable oppor- 
tunity for Hastings 
County students and the 
need to exercise finan: 
cial. restraint. It is 
indeed difficult in our 
resent situation to 
maintain essential ser 
vices and school pro 
grams. 

One of our most 
vexing problems is the 
inconsistent and unpre 
dictable method of 
grant calculation. We 
never know when the 
ministry support level is 
announced whether we 
will receive that amount 
or not. Usually, as is the 


case this year, i 18 
much less. 
Following the com 


pletion of our budget, 
we intend to continue to 
pursue additional 
sources of revenue with

Aquatic ancestors of man 


took place on the plains 
of Africa, and that these 
ancestors cither des- 
cended from tree-tiving 
apes, or that their way 
of life involved running 
on two legs, as modern 
people do, Paleoanthro- 
pologists have to base 
their conclusions on the 
details of these ancient 
and incomplete skele- 
tons. Inferences about 
Lucy's means. of loco- 
motion depend on subt- 
leties such as the 
lengths of fingers and 
toes, the locking mech- 
anism of the knee joint, 
and the angle of her 
shoulder joint.

Orie unconventional 
view, which is held by 
only a minority of 
anthropologists, is that 
hominids of the “‘Lucy”’ 
era were neither tree- 
living, nor runners on 
the plains.

First, there is the 
issue of the ‘fossil 
gap’. No hominid foss- 
ils dating between four 
and seven million years 
ago have been found in 
Easi Affica. Geological 
evidence shows that at 
that time, the eastern 
part of Africa was 
submerged beneath the 
oceans. It was natural 
then, that the hominids 
had to adapt themselves 
to an aquatic habitat in 
order to survive. When 
the water subsided, 
these hominids had to 
re-adapt to living on 
land. 

if the aqatic hypothe- 
sis is true, then one of 
our curious natural fea- 
tures could be explained

our Mechanism for con- 
trolling salf intake. 
Most animals show a 
strong craving for salt 
when they are deprived 
of it, but once their 
craving is satisfied, they 
lose interest altogether.

Woods, water and wildlife

BUDS, BULBS AND 
BEASTIES 

Legion tiny soldiers, 
cloaked in” green and 
white, march across the 
terrain. Parading out of 
snowbanks, they come. 
Popping up from leaf- 
covered foxholes, they 
appear. Leaning, almost 
in unison, they seem to 
follow the sun: east by 
morn, west past noon. 


Some plump, others 
skinny. Like artillery 
fire, initial bursts of 


purple and yellow rivet 
attention. Soon, the 
diorama will blaze with 
colour. 

The tiny soldiers are, 
of course, the rising 
buds of crocus, trillium, 
leek and coltsfoot. In 
short order, they'll be 
followed by bloodroot, 
wild ginger, hepatica 
and a host of other 
perennials. 

Specially adapted to 
forest life, they grab a 
head start. For, theirs is 
a uniquely warm world 
in early spring. 

Like all habitats, for- 
ests are constantly fed 
from deep within the 
earth - scientists call it 
the geothermal flux. 
But unlike most habi- 
tats, the mulched hum- 
us soils of forests are 
fantastically adept at 
holding and even pro- 
ducing more heat, thr- 
ough incalculable num- 
bers of microscopic or- 
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ganisms. Blanketted all 
winter by both a thick 
layer of dead leaves and 
snow’'s insulating man- 
tle, the forest floor 
freezes shallowly, if at 


all. Even as the heat / 


flux continues to nibble 
at meadows’ deep frost. 


“it is already nurturing 


forest wildflowers. 


But the sun's rays are 
at work, too. Sheltered 
from heat-stripping 
winds by the maze of 
trunks and shrubs, the 


forest floor converts 
light to. heat, warming 
quickly, Even as the 


treetops still freeze and 
thaw nightly, the floor is 


already a balmy world 
unto its own. 


Head start establish- 
ed. the wildflowers race 
fo grow, bloom and 
rebuild their tuberous 
food reserves before 
sunlight and nutrients 
are shared by the 
expanding forest can 
opy. Indeed, by the time 
the canopy fully opens, 
many of our woodland 
flowers will already be 
on their way to dorman 
cy. Their flowers, and 
even vegetation, shriv- 
elled, they will patiently 
endure the 8-10 month 
wait before the whole 
race begins afresh. 


We're fortunate in 
Ontario, in having such 
a wide array of wood- 
land wildflowers. Toge- 
ther, they'll repaint our 
forests with successive 
waves of bloom over the 
next 4-6 weeks, some 
times, with colourful 
bursts, sometimes with 
spectacular blankets of 
colour. 

To everyone who will 
take the time to take a 
walk: bend over . and 
rediscover beauty long 
taken for — granted, 
there's a world awaiting 
discover. Each plant 
offers not only beauty. 
but fascinating adapta- 
tions and life histories

‘Community recreation — 


gets a boost 


Ontario Minister of 
Tourism and Kecrea- 
tion, Claude F. Bennett, 
has announced changes 
to grants procedures to 
streamline and speed 
up ministry grants 
which assist communi- 
ties in their recreation 
construction projects. 

“The changes mean 
an accelerated payment 
schedule of the $25 
million for the current 
Wintario Capital grants 
programs plus an addi- 
tional $11 million for 
refurbishing existing 
facilities under the com- 
munity recreation cen- 
tres act, “Mr. Bennett 
said 

“As a result many 
Ontario communities 
can proceed with build. 
ing recreation facilities 
without carrying the 
burden of extended- 
financing for the pro- 
ject, and in the case of 
the CRCA grants, they 
can now go ahead with 
needed renovation, re- 
pair or maintenance of 
existing facilities.” 


Since 1975 the Win- 
tario Captial program 
has provided $5356 mill- 
ion to build and improve 
sport, recreation and 
fitness facilities thr- 
oughout the _ province. 
Much of this’ spending 
goes directly into local 


‘construction with signif. 


icant impact on the local 
economy and employ- 
ment * 


Revisions to the pro- 
gram mean communi 
ties with approved pro- 
jects may receive their 
funds within the period 
April 1, 1985 to March 
$1, 1986 rather than 


' spread ober two govern: 


ment fiscal years. This 


speeding up of grants 


payments by a full year 
is the resulr of negotia- 
tions between ministry 


staff and clients who 
were aware of the 
financial burden caused 
to clients by bridge 
financing. 

CRCA grants provide 
funds to municipalities 
for repairs, renovations, 
maintenace and install- 
ations in existing recre- 
ation facilities such as 
arenas or pools. In total 
$11 million has been 
approved for the fund- 
ing of such eligible 
projects. Municipalities 
that have already appli- 
ed should now contact 
regional ministry offices 
to state their intent to 
proceed with -their 
CRCA projects.

Three Planets. Named 
for Canadian Astrono- 
mers 

In the vast region 
between the orbits of 
Mars and Jupiter are 
found the minor pla- 
nets, sometimes called 
asteroids. For many 


‘years astronomers be- 


lieved that ‘a planet 
should be in this region, 
but search as they 
might, they found none. 
Then, on the first day of 
the nineteenth century, 
January 1, 1801, a 
Sicilian monk named 
Giuseppe Piazzi dis- 
covered the first of the 
minor planets which he 
named Ceres. 


The discovery of 
Ceres almost ruined the 
career of a young 
philosopher Georg 
Hegel. In his early 
years, Hegel was a 


believer in the pseudo- 
science of numerology 
and he published a 
paper ‘‘proving™ with 
the most impeccable 
logic that there could 
only be seven planets so 
that further search for 
planets would be a 
wasted effort. His paper 
was printed only days 
before the announce- 
ment of Piazzi's dis- 
‘covery. 


Within a few years, 
several more asteroids - 
including Pallas, Juno 
and. Vesta - were dis- 
covered. They are all 
very small by planetary 
standards; Ceres is the 


largest at 800 km in 
diameter. The whole 
region probably con- 
tains tens of thousands 
of such minor planets, 
and to date about $,000 
of them have been 
carefully catalogued. 
The thousandth one was 
discovered in 1923 and 
called Piazzia. 

Before Toronto's bi- 
centennial in 1984, the 
David Dunlop Observa- 
tory of the University of 
Toronto instituted a 
search for an undis- 
covered asteroid; their 
search was rewarded 
and in 1979 the asteroid 
‘“Toronto’’ was official- 
ly named. 

In 1984, four Cana- 
dian astronomers were 
honored by having three 
asteroids named after 
them. In May, it was 
announced that minor 
planet 2917 would be 
known as ‘‘Sawyer 
Hogg"’. This honors 
Canada's. most illus- 
trious woman scientist, 
Helen Sawyer Hogg. 
Professor Emeritus of 
astronomy at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

In September, two 
more minor planets 
were named after Cana- 
dians. Minor planet 
2904 was named *‘Mill- 
man’’ in honor of Peter 
MacKenzie Millman, a 
world authority on the 
physics of meteors and 
meteorites. Peter Mill- 
man began his career at 
the David Dunlop Ob- 

servatory of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, but has 
spent most of his career 
at the Dominion Obser- 
vatory and the National 
Research Council in

Dr. Mark Jacobson, a 
veterinarian practicing 
in Brandon, Manitoba, 
says allergies are the 
most frequent equine 
respiratory problem he 
sees. Viral infections 
and bacterial disease 
are second and third on 
the list. 


Dr. Jacobson says 
some horses are more 
susceptible to allergies 
than others. According 


to him, horses that have- 


suffered from a bad 
case of influenze (a 
virus infection) have a 
greater tendency to 
become more allergic. 
Although spring and 
fall bring natural causes 
of allergies, some aller- 
gic reactions can be 
prevented by good man- 
agement. For example, 
in the winter, barns that 
are poorly ventilated or 
damp can promote res- 
piratory problems. Hor- 
ses that are kept in 
dusty environments and 
fed poor grade hay over 
extended periods of 
time can also develop 
allergic, reactions to 
dust and molds in their 
winter feed. These pro- 
blems can be alleviated 
by better ventilation 
and improved food stor- 
age. Heaves is one of 
the respiratory diseases 
of the horse, associated 
with allergies: The pro- 
per name is chronic 
pulmonary emphysema. 
Dr. Jacobson says

Dr. Jacobson . says 
drug therapy often in- 
volves antihistamines, 
steroids or a drug called 
ventipulmin. ‘‘Venti- 
pulmin is an effective 
treatment in 80 percent 
of horses,’’ he says. 

Horses can also suffer 
from viral and bacterial 
disease that affect the 
respiratory system. 
Both types of infections 
occur more often in 
horses that come into 
contact with large’ 
groups of other horses 
at such events as shows 
or races. Tee 


Viral infections are 
characterized by a dry 
cough, a nasal dischar- 
ge which is quite clear, 
rapid breathing and, 
sometimes, a high tem- 
perature. Also, the hor- 
se will have a decreased 
appetite or, depending 
on the severity of the 
infection, no appetite at 
all.

vaccination provides the 
best chances of protec- 
tion from this disease. 
Vaccination is particu- 
larly important for show 
and race horses since 
they frequently come 
into contact with other 
horses. Dr. Jacobson 
says such horses/ are 
vaccinated yearly and 
receive boosters every 
two to three months. 
Vaccinations and 
boosters for pleasure 
horses depend largely 
upon where you live and 
which diseases are pre- 
valent in your area. Dr. 


. Jacobson says pleasure 


horses ,in his area 
receive yearly vaccina- 
tions for influenza and 
boosters twice yearly. 
Bacterial diseases of 
the respiratory system

preventative medicine. 


Horses with respira- 
tory problems should be 
housed in draft-free 
quarters, with palatable 
feed and fresh water. 
Another common aspect 
of care for horses 
suffering from any kind 
of respiratory problem 
is rest from exercise. 

‘Rest is essential’, 
says Dr. Jacobson. “‘A 
horse with influenza, for 
example, will take two 
to three weeks to get 
over the infection. I tell

Crop insurance 


Crp insurance ofters a 
low cost form of protec- 
tion against drought, 
excessive moisture, 
rainfall, flood, frost, 
hail insect and disease. 
The principle of the crop 
insurance plan is to 
guarantee a certain 
level of production with 
a claim for the differen- 
ce when production falls 
short of the guarantee. 
The amount of the 
guarantee is dependent 
on the price option 
chosen. Coverage is 
based on the percentage 
of the average farm 
yield as determined 
over a period of time. 


The 1985 price op- 
tions for corn at $2.50 a 
bushel carries a prem- 


ium of $5.75 while a 
price option of $3.00 per 
bushel has a premium 
of $7.00 per acre.

Reducing costs 


In 1985, crop hudget- 
ing aids lists the ma- 
terial costs for growing 
one acre of corn at $101. 
These costs include 
seed, fertilizer, herbi- 
cide, rootworm control 
and seed treatment. 
The largest single cost 
is fertilizer at $46 per 
acre, or nearly half of 
the material cost. This 
is one area that farmers 
should look at critically 
when planning the 1985 
crop. While it doesn't 
make sense to under- 


fertilize, using too much 
fertilizer or using the 
wrong type is simply 
poor management.
